Gentlemen, 

Death  Bate.  During  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1895,  the 

number  of  deaths  registered  was  60  ; the  annual  death 
rate  thus  being  20.86  per  looo.  This  is  much  larger  than 
last  year,  and  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  extremely  severe 
weather  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  in  the  first  half 
of  the  year  there  were  42  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths 
from  diseases  of  the  chest,  as  will  be  seen  below,  was 
exceptionally  large,  affecting  the  old  people  and  young 
children  particulary.  The  large  infant  Mortality  rate  of 
218  per  1000  births  is  also  explained  to  a large  extent  by 
the  same  cause.

During  the  corresponding  period,  there  were  64 
births,  giving  a birth  rate  of  22.2.  This  number  is  much 
smaller  than  last  year. 

There  were  16  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  tract,  an  unusually  large  number,  the  death 
rate  being  5.5. 

This  was  accountable  for  10  deaths,  the  death 
rate  being  3.47. 

There  were  2 deaths  from  Malignant  disease 
(sarcoma)  giving  a death  rate  of  o.6g 

There  were  4 deaths  from  Phthisis,  the  death 
rate  being  1.38 

During  the  year,  the  Borough  has  been  com- 
paratively free  from  Zymotic  disease,  only  4 cases  being 
notified,  viz  ; 2 Scarlatina  (i  over  5 years  and  1 under) 
and  2 erysipelas,  both  over  5 years. 

In  March  last.  Dr.  Fosbroke  visited  the  Borough,  and 
made  an  inspection  in  company  with  the  Committee, 
your  Inspector  and  myself.  He  made  a special  report  on 
this  visit,  which  you  have  no  doubt  already  considered, 
tor  this  inspection  the  sewers  were  opened,  and  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  cleanse  them,  and  to  repair 
them  where  necessary. 

The  Bakehouses  and  Slaughterhouses  are  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  One  new  bakehouse  and  one  new 
slaughterhouse  have  been  opened. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 


Sanitary 

Condition. 


Regular  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year, 
by  your  inspector  and  myself  to  the  Sanitary  condition  of 
the  Borough,  a systematic  inspection  being  made,  and 
many  improvements  have  been  carried  out,  with  regard 
especially  to  the  drains  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
dwellings.  Some  of  the  old  brick  sewers  have  been  re- 
placed by  socket-pipe  drains  ; 2 houses  have  been  closed 
and  2 cases  of  overcrowding  dealt  with,  some  houses  that 
were  void  have  since  been  repaired,  and  put  in  a habitable 
condition.  A well  in  Dog  Lane,  after  examination  of  the 
water  by  the  County  Analyst,  has  been  opened  for  public 
use.
